PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Notifiable  disease  was  not  prevalent,  and  consisted  of  eight 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  of  Diphtheria,  seven  of  Pneumonia, 
two  of  Erysipelas,  one  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  twenty-three 

of  Measles. 

Modern  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  is  still  lacking. 

Artificial  Immunization  against  Diphtheria  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  and  A.P.T.  IS  the  prophylactic  which  has  been  used ,  72 
children  under  five  and  76  children  of  school  age  have  been 
immunized. 

There  is  a  Sick  Bay  at  Ibbotsholme,  a  Day  Nursery  at 
Quarry  Garth,  and  a  hostel  for  V^omen  s  Land  Army  (Timber 
Corps)  at  The  Hollins,  Grasmere.

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Four  Pulmonary  cases  were  notified,  one  of  which  had 
contracted  the  disease  elsewhere  but  came  to  reside  in  the 
Area  ;  one  case  died.
